Career Development has been a prierity item in educational needs for scme time. It has recently been

placed in the number one pasition by the United States Office of Education. William Kahl, State
Superintendent of Schools, echoed this position of priority, District 8 has recognized this need area and
has made previous attempts to include aspects of it in its educational offerings. 3

Pricr to this summer, what had previously been identified as a Career Development program has
proved to be inadequate. However, Dr. Gysbers, consultant to the iocal program from the University
of Missouri and one of the foremost leaders in the nation directing Career Development emphasis in
